We Must Have Confidence in Leaders 


Congressman Richard Nixon, can­ 
d id a te for the United States Senate at 
th e p o lls November 7, this week joined 
th o se who have been urging the resig­ 
n a tio n of Dean Acheson as secretary of 
s ta te . He does not question Acheson’s 
lo y a lty as some do but believes that the 
se c re ta ry , because of the failure of the 
s ta te department's policy in Asia, has 
lo st th e confidence of the people. 
"And it is essential during these peri­ 
lous times, th a t the American people 
have confidence in their leaders,” he 
said. 
According to the Senatorial candidate 
our m ajor error was made when we 
adopted one policy in Europe and an­ 
other policy in Asia in our fight against 
communism. We told the nations of Eu­ 
rope. correctly, that they could not have 
our Marshall Plan aid unless they kept 
communists out of their governments. 
But we told China she could not have 
our help unless she took the communists 
into the government. To the average 
American, that is plain double-talk— and 
the average American places little con­ 
fidence in those who practice double­ 
talk. 
“Unless and until our foreign policy 
is made by men who recognize that com­ 
munism is a threat to the security of 
American l i v e s w herever it exists, 
whether in Europe, Asia or anywhere 
else, the people of the United States will 
have no confidence in their policymak­ 
ers,” said Mr. Nixon. 


"W e are being prepared for the ne­ 
cessity of making great economic sac­ 
rifices today to successfully combat the 
world conquest aims of communism. T he 
least that can be done by their Govern­ 
ment to assure their cooperation in this 
endeavor is to give the American people 
leadership which holds the promise that 
previous mistakes will not be repeated— 
mistakes that will make it necessary for 
the people to make the same sacrifices 
two or three times every generation. 
“We are challenged with the neces 
sity of not only winning the limited war 
in Korea, but of finding the leadership 
to safely direct our destiny beyond that 
point. Twice within our generation, the 
United States has engaged in a world 
war and has emerged victorious. Twice 
we have lost the peace after the w ar was 
won. Now we are engaged in a third war 
and we are presented with a third op­ 
portunity to win the peace. We have 
been up twice and we have struck out 
twice. Now we must send up a batter 
who can score a clean hit, because if we 
strike out this time it will mean the 
end of civilization as we know it.” 
The people of the state of California 
will have an opportunity November *7 
to elect Mr. Nixon to the United States 
Senate. His proven stand for the Ameri­ 
can w ay of life and freedom, as com­ 
pared to the record of his opponent, 
should carry him to victory. 
In Mr. Nixon the state will have a 
leader in whom it can place confidence.

m anager. 
My letter concerns his action 
in recommending to members of 
the city council that it enter in­ 
to a contract with R i v e r s i d e 
county for the establishm ent of 
an anim al shelter here, which 
is high 
sounding in itself to 
those who are not aware of Ihe 
present picture: and the em ploy­ 
ment of a county dog catcher 
who will patrol city streets for 
two days a week. 
The story published in The 
Desert Sun last week purported 
to show th a t the 
city would 
save $1500 
per year in 
dog- 
catching services 'a n d th at Dr. 
O. B. McRorv got S3.000 per a n ­ 
num. 
Actually the picture shapes it­ 
self up this way: 
Dr. McRorv 
w as receiving $125 per month 
to care for. house and feed the 
large num ber of unlicensed dogs 
roaming our streets. (This “ large 
num ber" statem ent may he true 
but I have failed to notice be­ 
yond the complaint of one or two 
persons, that 
our Village 
dog 
citizens are a nuisance.) In ad 
dition the ctiy paid a pound- 
m aster subject to 21 hours call. 
$ 100 per m onth and $25 for auto 
mobilo expense. 
Palm Springs has more highly 
pedigreed canines than perhaps 
an y other city of its size in the 
world. Dr. McRorv by virtue of 
his years of business here, knows 
these dogs and th eir owners. 
When the poundm aster brought 
these dogs in as strays, old Doc 
McRorv 
knew 
instantly 
who 
they belonged to, took 'care of 
them until the onwers. fperhaps 
some 
w inter 
guests, t 
claimed 
their pets. 
A county dogcatcher with all 
the legend attached to that pro­ 
fession. would be compelled to 
lodge these dogs in the anim al 
shelter, the county proposes to 
build, “from five to seven days," 
as the city m anager said. But 
he failed to add these anim als 
would head for the gas chamber. 
No one could be blam ed—that's 
th e law. w e are told. And it 
would be a nice slap in the face 


to some likeable guest within 
our city limits. 
Before this contract becomes 
a working agreement, I believe 
there are m any who would de­ 
clare that the present system is 
good enough for us. 
A dog Pied Piper is not need­ 
ed here—now at least. 
Police 
departm ent 
m em bers 
have plenty to do w ithout h av­ 
ing added to their duties the 
task of assisting the county dog 
catcher during the five days he

I Rise to Remark 


By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


Our success or failure in the 
present war, and the Influence of 
th at conflict on our lives and 
our 
nation 
occupies 
the 
first 
place 
in the thinking of the 
Pacific Coast residents. All of us. 
at home or in Washington, are 
consulting our 
private 
crystal 
balls, and trying to read the 
signs around us in order some­ 
how to plan for unknown days 
and years ahead. 
Since this nation has no foreign 
policy 
(except th at apparently 
devised day to day), and since 
no one in the administration has 
given us w hat I consider a frank, 
honest estim ate of the situation, 
we ran only exam ine what facts 
we have, observe the signs, and 
draw our own conclusions. 
From the W ashington view­ 
point, the signs are ominous. 
Almost every day new 
legis­ 
lation having to do with the 
w ar situation is introduced. There 
are endless conferences between 
highranking generals and a d ­ 
mirals and diplomats, the Armed 
Services and Foreign Affairs and 
Appropriations 
Committees 
of 
the House and Senate. Huge new 
appropriations are being given 
the military establishm ent and 
vast powers are being handed 
the 
executive 
branch 
of 
the 
government. The 
supplemental 
appropriations hill now before 
us adds $16 billions to defense 
costs, in one bill alone. 


ONE OF THE 
SIGNIFICANT 
signs w as the disclosure a few 
days ago that men who held 
commissions in World W ar II 
are subject to call for m ilitary 
duty even if not a member of the 
reserves or the National Guard. 
An Army legal ruling holds that 
officer commissions given after 
December 7, 1941, come under 
the National Defense Act. These 
commissions were to rem ain in 
effect until the end of the war 
plus six months. The w ar has 
never been declared legally e n d ­ 
ed. so they are still valid, says 
the Army. This probably applies 
to Air Force too, since at that 
time the air arm w as part of the 
Army. 
There is much private spec­ 


ulation. Memebers having close 1 
touch w ith foreign 
affairs, or 
more th an casual interest in in ­ 
ternational politics and history, 
agree th at as a nation we are in 
a tough spot. It is alm ost a sit­ 
uation in which w e’re darned if 
we do, and darned if we don’t, in 
the international crisis. 
No one, I assume, really knows 
whether there will be all-out 
war but 
the chances of that 
awful event are very grave u n ­ 
less we show a 
readiness to 
meet force with force. Most a g ­ 
gressors w on’t gam ble when the 
odds are even. 
Private thinking am ong present 
and former military men here in 
the Capital guesses that M-day 
or full mobilization, will come 
in about six months. That places 
it after the November election, 
and m arks the fact that thes" 
soldiers have correctly evaluated 
the extent of polities in this a d ­ 
ministration. 
Obviously 
their 
reading h as not been confined 
to Army m anuals. 
We are, as Californians well 
know, already rapidly moving 
toward 
mobilization 
but 
it 
is 
still being accomplished on a 
piecemeal basis. This is one of 
the sore points and has caused 
bitter criticism against the a d ­ 
ministration. Obviously no re­ 
servist or National G uardsm an 
can 
m ake 
even 
fragm entary 
plans for his personal life until 
some clear policy is announced. 
These men and their families 
are literally sitting on the edge 
of their chairs until they know 
how 
their sons, 
brothers and

Determent standards 
for men employed in 48 major 
job classifications and 72 es­ 
sential defense industries have 
been published, hut each case 
is decided on its own merits. Un­ 
fortunately. many men with de­ 
pendents will bo called, although 
probably not drafted unless the 
shooting w ar spreads. And the 
ancient law, written in Deuter­ 
onomy 24:5, won't apply these 
days, much as some of you might 
desire it.
